INTRODUCTION. 



The principal continuous records now possessed by 
Gonville and Caius College are the following : — 

(1) The Liber Matriculationis, of the first part of 
which a slightly condensed English version is given in 
this volume. It commences, as will be seen, in March 
1559 — 60; and gives the name, age, birth-place, and 
school, of every one who entered into residence, as well as 
the name and profession of the father. 

(2) The Gesta Collegii. This contains the records of 
the corporate acts of the college, i.e. the decisions of 
college meetings, and is therefore mainly of value to those 
who are concerned with the material interests and fabric 
of the college. It also contains, however, entries of the 
elections to the mastership and fellowships, appointments 
to college livings, and an occasional entry of an expulsion 
or fine of some student. 

The earliest volume under this name, and answering 
exactly to this description, which we possess, commences 
in 1650. Under the name of Pandectae, however, we 
have a somewhat similar volume going back to 1558. It 
is extremely brief in its information, and is mainly a 
record of the taking out, and return to the treasury, of 
various documents, such as court-rolls, title-deeds, wills, 
etc. Any act for which the college seal was required, such 
as presentations to livings, is also entered, as well as a few 
elections to fellowships. 

(3) The Liber Rationalis, This takes account only 
of those members who were on the: foundation, i.e. the 
master, fellows, and scholars. It is a summary statement

of accounts, showing what was due to each in the way of 
stipend, and what had to be deducted from this on the 
score of kitchen accounts, or rations, fines for absence, etc. 
It is useful as showing during what period of time each 
of the above mentioned persons remained in residence. 
It is, in fact, our only means of determining the actual 
resident members of the college in early times. The 
earliest volume of this series commences in 1581. 

(4) The Liber Bursarius, or Bursar's accounts. This 
deals mainly with the general income and expenditure of 
the college. It also contains, however, most of the results 
of the Liber Rationalis, as well as the payments to the 
holders of various college offices. In many cases the signa- 
tures of the recipients are given (in the Liber Rationalis 
the bursar or tutor generally signs on behalf of the reci- 
pient). It is from the evidence thus furnished, for instance, 
that we ascertain that Jeremy Taylor was not only a fellow 
of the college from Ms. 1633 to L.D. 1636, but that he 
held a Lecturer's office, — that of prcelector rhetoricus — 
during his second year, facts which have been denied in 
Heber's preface to his edition of Taylor's works. 

The regular series of volumes in this form does not 
commence until 1608 ; but there are discontinuous bursar's 
accounts in existence going far back into the fifteenth 
century. 

The systematic preservation of these records in their 
present form doubtless dates from the time of Dr Caius, 
who expressly enacts in his statutes that such records 
should be kept. In describing the duties of the Registrary 
or Secretary of the college, he prescribes as follows : " tot 
enim libros habeatis volumus in conservationem rerum 
omnium: rationum videlicet, annalium, evidentiarum et 
pandectarum, quae commentarium rerum gestarum latino 
nomine dicimus, praeter librum matriculationis," and he 
indicates their contents thus: "in rationalem rationes 
accepti et expensi ; in annales res gestae singulo quoque 
anno ; in evidentiarum volumen evidentiae ; in commen- 
tarium rerum gestarum seu pandectas omnia promiscue 
usque ad tempus computorum*."

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This list does not quite tally with that given above. 
In the first place a jifQi book is mentioned, viz. the 
Annates Collegii. I have not included this, partly because 
it ceased to be kept with any regularity after the middle 
of the seventeenth century— indeed from an earlier time— ^ 
and partly because it can hardly be regarded as a con- 
tinuous, or in regard to more than half the period which 
it covers, a contemporary record. It was commenced by 
Dr Caius, and contains the history of the college from its 
first foundation nearly to the time of his own death. It 
was continued by Dr Legge, and afterwards by Mr Moore 
a fellow of the College. It is mainly occupied with brief 
notices of events of interest to the college, such as any 
additions or alterations to the buildings, benefactions to 
the foundation, and so forth. But no serious attempt was 
made for more than a short period to carry out Caius' 
design of securing that a contemporary record should be 
kept of every event of interest to the college. 

Of the other records, the Liber Matriculdtionis has 
been kept up quite uninterruptedly. To this day pre- 
cisely the same information, neither more nor less than 
that which Caius prescribed, is recorded of every student 
who comes into residence. Much the same may be said of 
the Liber Rationalise from 1581 ; the very name, in its 
shortened form of Lib, Rat, being still always employed 
to designate the book at the half-yearly audits of college 
accounts. The continuity of the other records is not quite 
so exact. The modem Oesta, in which all the proceedings 
of college meetings is recorded, answer fairly well to the 
" commentarius rerum gestarum" or "pandectae" as 
described above ; and what I regard as the earliest volume 
of this series is actually entitled Pandectae, though it 
does not limit itself to the scope of the modern Gesta, 
but records every occasion on which any document, 
money, plate, etc., was removed from the treasury. The 
Bursar's Book might perhaps be called a "volumen 
evidentiarum " in respect of a large part of its contents ; 
and in the absence of any other record more strictly corr 
responding to the name, this may be conceived to be the 
continuation of the records designated under that name. 
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The loss of the earlier volumes of the Bursar's books 
makes it impossible to say more than this. 

The work with which we are here concerned may 
therefore be regarded as the oldest of our existent con- 
tinuous records. The title, it may be remarked, is some- 
what of a misnomer, as what it gives is the Admission of 
the student. Matriculation — at any rate as now under- 
stood — is a University ceremony, whereas what are here 
recorded are the names of all who were at any time ad- 
mitted into residence within the walls of the college, or 
who at least paid the fees for such admission. The two 
descriptions are by no means coextensive. For instance, 
any one who entered the college directly as master (like 
Legge and Branthwait) or as fellow (like several, especially 
in the days of Caius) will not be found noticed here, 
except incidentally as taking pupils. On the other hand 
there are many in this volume of whom no notice will be 
found in the University records. Some of these were 
graduates of Oxford, who came here apparently as tutors 
in charge of pupils ; some seem to have left Cambridge 
without ever taking the trouble to matriculate before the 
University registrary; some probably, after payment of 
their fees, never came into residence at all. After a 
minute comparison of our book with those of the Univer- 
sity for the first few years, I found the resultant dis- 
crepancies, in the shape of omissions on one side or the 
other, to be considerable. 

The Admission Book, like most of the others, was to 
be kept by the Registrary or Secretary of the college, an 
ofl&cer who was evidently intended by Dr Caius to be one 
of great responsibility and correspondingly high qualifi- 
cations. He was to be selected by the college as being 
that one of their number " qui quam scitissime scribat, et 
optimi stili sit ;" and his retention of the oflSce was to be 
for one, two, or three years, as it is neatly and happily 
expressed " prout spes melioris aut metus deterioris fuerit." 
And, if he should happen to be absent at a time when 
something important required to be recorded, the sub- 
stitute was to write under the requirement that a good 
deal of clear space must be left between his handwriting 
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and that of his principal (Quod si quando secretarius absit 
et res urgeat, ita scribere alius incipiat, ut utraeque 
literae uno intuitu sub aspectum non cadant, sed discretae 
«int, vel pagina versa vel interposito folio). One duty 
assigned to the Eegistrary, had it been duly executed, 
would have enormously added to the value and interest 
of our Matriculation Book. Diligent observation was to 
be exercised in order to note and record any positions of 
trust, dignity, or power, in Church or State, subsequently 
attained by those whose names were entered in the book, 
so that the college might thus possess 'in adversis re- 
fugium, in secundis omamentum/ This latter duty was 
never performed. All that was done, — probably by some 
one towards the close of the seventeenth century, — was to 
add marginal notes to indicate those who afterwards ob- 
tained fellowships in the college, and also to point out 
the few who rose to bishoprics, or similar high offices in 
the state. These notes I have incorporated; but the 
. reader must understand that they rest on the authority of 
the original annotator. I have no reason, except in one 
case*, to doubt their accuracy; but I have preferred to 
regard their full verification and completion as a part of 
a much ampler scheme, of which the reader will find an 
intimation at the end of this introduction. They are 
obviously incomplete, even so far as our own college is 
concerned, for they take account only of the senior 
fellows, who alone had a voice in the direction of the 
college. 

This Admission Book, it must be remembered, is quite 
the most important of its class, so far at any rate as 
Cambridge is concerned. No other college has such early 
and complete information as to the circumstances of all 
the students. There are some records,-^as, for instance, 
those of King's College, or rather, of Eton, — which give 
much earlier information, but it is confined to the few 
who were on the foundation. No one before Dr Caius 
seems to have realised the importance of registering the

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origin and training of every student who came to reside 
within the walls of his- foundation. The other colleges 
tardily followed this example; mostly during the course 
of the seventeenth century, but seldom with equal ex- 
plicitness. Some gave no further localisation than that 
of the county, a practice which I understand, is actually 
still in vogue at Corpus Christi College. Such informa- 
tion as this is not merely defective but may actually be 
misleading*. 

The importance of such a register to the genealogist 
and family historian needs no pointing out. But I should 
like to direct the reader's attention to one class of in- 
formation contained here, as it is extremely doubtful if 
there are any other records extant in the country from 
which the same could now be recovered. I allude to the 
schools, especially the smaller ones, at which the various 
students were educated. It is only by collecting and 
grouping together a large number of these, and still more 
by comparing the result (as I have done, for my own 
satisfaction), with corresponding statistics taken from the 
present constitution of the college, that we can realise 
how comparatively thickly, during the latter half of the 
sixteenth century, there were scattered over the face of 
the country schools at which students could receive the 
training which fitted them for entrance to the University. 
In order to prevent misconception, I may remark that the 
word 'school' here must be understood in a wide sense. 
Owing to the multiplicity of synonyms employed by the 
registraries, and the impossibility of following the grada- 
tions thus indicated, I have adhered to this one word 
throughout, except where it was obvious that the training 
was given at home, when I have substituted the vaguer 
term 'educated/ The expression 'private school' has 
only been introduced when so used in the original. 

* I had occasion once to identify a student of Corpus Christi College 
of the end of the last century, and found him described simply as 
Essexiensis. It afterwards turned out that he was bom in India, where 
his father went as a youth and did not return to England. The ex- 
planation of the county assignation was that his grandfather, a Scotch- 
man by birth, had spent his last years in that county, but there did not 
appear to be any evidence that the father was born there.

It would take a volume ia itself to describe these 
schools and trace their subsequent fortunes. Many of 
them were evidently kept by the clerg3anan of the parish. 
Readers of Fraunce's Lawyer's Logic (1588), may be re- 
minded of his humorous account of the nature of some 
of these: "the swarming rable of our coystrell curates, 
which when their fathers have either compounded with 
their Landlord for some pelting vicaredge, or payd ready 
money for a better parsonage, convey themselves to Cam- 
bridge or Oxford, where having once knowen the price 
of an Admission, Salting, and Matriculation, with the 
intertayning of Freshmenne in the Rhetorike Schooles, 
they retume whence they came, with their mothers wit 
and fathers learning carefully kept togeather, that when 
they have wearied menne with reading skarce true Eng- 
lish on the Sonday, all the weeke after they may plague 
poore boyes with false Latine in a belfraye." This is 
evidence of the practice, whatever exaggeration there may 
be in the account of the methods and results. That many 
of the village schools must have been distinctly good 
for their time is evident from the fact of the scholars of 
the college being not unfrequently chosen from them: 
for Dr Caius, aa we shall soon see, had provided a system 
of competitive examination for his scholarships which 
even later days have not surpassed in duration and 
severity. 

Others of these village schools were schools in our 
modem sense of the term. For instance, at Skaming, 
near Dereham, Mr John Burton (himself of this college) 
was for a number of years the successful master of a 
thriving school, which he quitted to become the head of 
the grammar school at Norwich. This was at a later 
period, in the middle of the seventeenth century ; but it 
is worth mentioning that he had always about 50 boys 
under his charge, that he kept two assistant masters, and 
that he was not in holy orders. 

I may be allowed to quote here from an (unpublished) 
lecture on this subject delivered in the college not long 
ago. Having drawn up a brief statistical comparison be- 
tween the previous training of 200 of our students (there 
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being nearly that number in residence at the time) and 
the same number just three centuries before, I proceeded : 
"The mere number of schools thus represented is much 
the same as it is at present, viz. about 100 for the 200 
students. But this indicates a very different state of 
things. Regard had to the population at that time, what 
it means is that there was a remarkably wide and general 
distribution of schools. When I find a youth coming from 
some remote village, whether in the eastern districts or 
elsewhere, I find that if he did not come (as he very often 
did) straight from some school in that village, he had 
seldom to go more than a dozen miles from home to find 
the education he wanted. Scores of villages might be 
thus enumerated which I will venture to say no one here 
present would ever think of in connection with any kind 
of scholastic advantages at the present day. 

"What has become of all these schools ? That is a 
deeply interesting question, but far too large a one for us 
to enter on now. Some of them have simply been squeezed 
out of existence by the subsequent foundation of another 
and better endowed school. Doubtless this was so with 
a school which I find recorded at HaiTow, before Lyon's 
foundation. Probably it was so with a certain * King's 
College School' (schola regalis, or sckola collegii regalis) 
in this town before Perse*s foundation, about which I can 
gather but little information. Similarly with those at 
SheflSeld and Hitchin. Sometimes the old endowment 
has been preserved, but simply goes to swell the subscrip- 
tions to the national schools. I gather that this is so at 
Elmdon and Braintree. But in much the greater number 
of cases the school has simply disappeared, and left no 
memory of its name behind it, or trace of its endowment, 
if it possessed one. 

"To go no further than a walk from this spot: what 
has become of the school at Fulboum*, where the boy from 
Cherry Hinton could get his teaching ? What of those at

It seems that a small endowed school, latterly managed by the parish 
derk, lingered on till quite recent times. Since the establishment of a 
School Board the endowment has been diverted.

Newton and Harston, whither the boys of that district 
went? 

"Of course, it may be said that these village schools did 
not teach much. Possibly not, according to our present 
standard, but we do not know that the bigger schools 
taught so very much more. Anyhow, there is the signi- 
ficant fact that the boy from villages like Fulboum and 
Harston found himself side by side with those from Eton and 
Winchester, from Norwich and Bury ; attending the same 
lectures, passing the same examinations, and striving for 
the same degrees. Such a state of things would hardly 
have been possible if there had been any very great diflFer- 
ence of standard in the teaching." 

As reference has just been made to examinations, 
some account ought to be given of the provisions which 
Dr Caius laid down for the selection of scholars. This is 
the more necessary since an impression is probably pre- 
valent that examinations, in our modem sense of the term, 
were not then in use as a condition of election. So far 
from this being the case, it is expressly prescribed in the 
Statute De Elecidone nostrorum Scholasticorum that the 
candidates should be examined publicly for three days in 
the college chapel ; on the first day by the scholars, and 
on the other two by the dean and all the fellows present. 
The qualifications are thus given in the original: "an 
scribant scite, an canant musice, an grammaticen calleant 
perfecte, an organistae sint, an graece sciant, et an carmen 
componant : observatione etiam habita, an sint proborum 
morum an bonae indolis et spei*, an ingeniosi, an deciles, 
an diligentes." 

Nor was the system of advertisement for scholars un- 
known. On the contrary, though differently practised, it 
was to be., more completely carried out than now. " Three

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weeks' notice was to be sent, on the occurrence of any 
vacancy, to the corporation of Norwich (the governors of 
the grammar school there), and to the masters of the 
smaller schools in that city, in order that the promising 
youths might be selected. Similar notice was to be given 
to the authorities in Suffolk, Herts, and Cambridgeshire, 
the principal other favoured counties. 

As regards the different constituent elements of the 
student society of the college a few words of explanation 
may be desirable. The university division, as well known, 
is a three-fold one, viz. into fellow-commoners, pensioners, 
and sizars; the distinction here resting on the different 
scale of fees paid for admission and for degrees. This 
division was prevalent in most colleges till recent times, 
though social changes have now brought about the almost 
entire suppression of the fellow-commoners and the sizars. 

The college division, at least in the case here before 
us, is more intricate, and I have not been able to obtain 
any certain interpretation of all the terms employed. I find 
all the following expressions used to designate the status 
of the students : (1) Pensionarii majores. These, of course, 
are the fellow-commoners. They were generally young 
men, — oftener mere lads or boys, — of family, who dined at 
the fellows* table; but into this order were admitted all 
masters of arts who came into residence for any purpose. 
(2) Scholares, scholastici, or those in commeatu scholarium. 
These are the scholars, in the modern sense, viz. the 
students on the foundation, (3) Sizatores, mediastiniy 
pauperes scholares, servi ; i. e. ' sizars.' These are distin- 
guished in the Matriculation Book because they paid a 
smaller fee on entrance; but, once inside the college, 
I cannot find that they formed in any sense whatever a 
distinct society there, as they did to a certain extent in 
later times. There is absolutely no reference whatever to 
a * sizars' table,' and the words of Caius' Statutes seem to 
imply that they were always to be scholars ; scholars to 
whom special duties were assigned. He says " pro veteri 
consuetudine hujus coUegii, ministri qui mensae inser- 
viunt sint scholastici ex fundatione et hi tantum tres 
tribus senioribus sociis singuli, sed ita ut isti non ante 
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inserviant inensae quam approbati fuerint per custodeni. 
Custos autem famulum ministrum habeat, et unum scho- 
lasticum quern velit ex fundatione* " The restriction of 
number must have been abandoned almost at once, but 
otherwise this Statute seems correctly to mark their posi- 
tion in the college, viz. that of scholars to whom certain 
duties were assigned. The position was one of privilege to 
a poor student, — ^it is prescribed that they shall be scholars 
who were 'doctiores' as well as 'pauperiores' — and did 
not probably carry with it any social degiadation. There 
is still in some colleges a ' survival/ which probably marks 
the sort of social position once occupied by the sizar, 
i.e. such an office as that called, with us, * chapel clerk,' 
to whom certain duties in connection with the services in 
the chapel are assigned. This office is always conferred 
as a help, on a poor and diligent student, and none but the 
poor would think of applying for it ; but, except in this 
one relation, such a student takes his place undistinguish^ 
ably amongst his fellows. 

These sizars, it will be observed, are commonly de-f 
scribed as sizar of such and such a fellow, or of the master; 
the relation being a personal one. Certain other scholars, 
however, were appointed for service to the college. There 
were, for instance, the butler (promus) and the steward 
(obsonator), who had to look after the details of the 
kitchen management. In the Lib. Rat these are placed 
on the list of the scholars, and are termed ^ scholarea 
collegii ' or * ^a; fandaiione! They were, in fact, public 
sizars, as the others were private. 

So far the terms employed seem plain enough, but 
some of the following are less easy to understand. There 
are (4) pensionarii in commeatu baccalaureorum, or, as I 
have termed them, 'pensioners at the bachelors' table.' 
Most colleges have a * bachelors* table ' now, but in early 
times the bachelors seem to have been almost exclusively 
scholars, and therefore already provided for. Again, for a 
certain period of time, we have a reference to pensionarii 
minores, (5) primi ordiniSy(6) secundi ordinis and (7) tertii

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ordinis. I am inclined to conjecture that the former cor- 
respond to those at *the bachelors' table;' the latter to 
what are now commonly called simply * pensioners,' and 
who form the bulk of our present students ; and the third 
to the sizars. Perhaps these remarks may have the result 
of obtaining an explanation from some one better ac- 
quainted than myself with the social history of college life. 

Appealing to statistics I find that in the three years, 
1580-3, there were 80 students entered, who are thus 
divided: — fellow-commoners, 4; scholars, 37; 'bachelors' 
table', 18; sizars, 20; 'pensioner' (simply) 1. 

Attention must be directed here to one point which is 
proved by a study of the Lib. Rat, as it would not be 
suggested by either the Statutes, or the Matriculation 
Book. The students who came into residence under the 
various designations described as 'scholar' did not take 
their place at once on the foundation, and did not indeed 
necessarily get on to it at all. The 'scholars' table' to 
which they were assigned seems really to have consisted 
of those who were to have a chance of a scholarship as 
vacancies occurred, though at what stage the examination 
prescribed by Dr Caius was held, there is no evidence to 
show. This will be best illustrated by the actual figures 
for one year. Thus, in the course of 1600, there were 
admitted 12 'scholars,' and 11 'sizars.' But of the 
scholars I can only ascertain that seven ever appeared 
on the foundation, i.e. received any emolument, and of 
the sizars five only so appeared. And for this they had 
to wait some time. Two or three were elected within 
a year; others in their second and third year; whilst 
some had to wait till they were bachelors in their second 
year. The others do not seem to have died or left college 
in the interval, — I find that several of them graduated 
in due course, — but they simply never secured any founda- 
tion endowment. The scholarship seems in fact to have 
been principally of value to the bachelors, who in con- 
sequence seem generally to have resided till they were of 
standing for M.A. or longer. Just half, or more, of the 
foundation scholars at any given time seem generally to 
have been graduates. 
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The tutorial system was diflferent from that now 
prevalent in Cambridge. Almost every resident fellow, 
and some masters of arts not on the foundation, acted as 
tutors ; the pupils being assigned to them by the master. 
Considering how small was the mere money value of a 
fellowship, this fact must have added greatly to the already 
enormous power of the master. The reader will see that 
the numbers respectively assigned to the diflFerent tutors 
were extremely unequal. The tutors, as is well known, 
generally lived and slept in the same room with their 
pupils. Owing to the particularity with which the as- 
signation of each student to some particular * cubicle ' is 
described in the earlier entries, it will be interesting to 
quote the regulations on this subject in extenso. They 
are as follows : — the general drift is plain enough, though 
the details are often obscure and not very consistent : —

The particularity with which the distribution of thte 
students is detailed tempts one to try to draw up an 
account of the number and arrangement of the inhabitants 
of the college, in one of these early years. This, however, 
could only be done in the case of the fellows and scholars, 
for we have no evidence how long the fellow-commoners and 
ordinary pensioners remained in residence. Probably their 
stay was not long. One fact must be remembered, — which 
is shown by a study of the early records of degrees — that 
not half of those who came here as students in the six- 
teenth century ever took a degree ; and that, of those who 
did so, far the majority were scholars. All the evidence 
we have seems to show that most of the young men of 
family who came here were sent as they would have been 
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sent on a foreign tour, viz. they came rather for the 
purpose of general culture than for the specii&c purpose 
of obtaining a degree. It will be noticed that they were 
generally much younger; — nearly all the cases of 'child' 
undergraduates beiog from the fellow-commoner class : in 
fact Caius expressly requires that no scholar should be 
chosen under 16 ; — the student aged nine, for instance 
(v. William Mannock, p. 9), who lived in his tutor's room, 
and dined at the fellows* table, probably did not associate 
much with the sons of yeomen and tradesmen, of 16 to 
23*, who formed the bulk of the scholars' society. 

As regards the assigned age too much stress must not 
be laid upon the exact figures given. The phrases used 
in the original are many and various, and it is often not 
at all clear whether the youth was (say) over 16 or only 
in his sixteenth year. There is the less occasion however 
to render the original exactly since it is clear that this is 
itself often not accurate. I suspect that the scholars — 
with Caius' statute, as to their age, before them, — must 
have often had that age deliberately overstated. For 
instance, Jeremy Taylor was bom (i.e. baptised) August 
15, 1613, and he entered college Aug. 18, 1626. That is, 
he was only just thirteen. But the entry in the book de- 
scribes him as "anno aetatis suae 15V' And there are 
other similar cases. I have used throughout the one ex- 
pression, "age 15," or whatever the number may be, for 
the various renderings in the original. 

The recent publication of Mr J. W. Clark's completion 
of Professor Willis' great work on the architecture of 
Cambridge renders it unnecessary to say more than a few 
words about the dates of the various buildings in the 
college. I will merely remark that at the time when this 
volume commences, the inner, or Gonville court, constituted 
the whole college, and that this only possessed two floors 
— those here described as the lower and the upper — 
the rooms of which were rented respectively at £1 and 
£1. 6s. Sd. a year. Under the then existing arrangement 

♦ I have already remarked that it was usual for the scholars to 
remain for several years after their B.A. degree, in fact until they were 
of standing for M.A. 
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this court held about 60 persons. The west side of the 
Caius court was begun 5 May, 1565; the east side in 
September following. The first occupancy of the Caius 
court (v, p. 16) was in Oct. 1569. The next addition 
to the extent of the college consisted of Dr Perse's build- 
ing ill the first court (1618), to which was added the 
Legge building in 1619. These latter, with the addition 
of a group of town houses standing partly on the site of 
the present tower and gateway, and which were bought 
and used by the college for the occupation of students, 
remained with very little alteration until the commence- 
ment of the erection of the present new buildings in 1868. 
The period embraced in this volume includes three 
epochs of considerable interest in university history. The 
first of these is at the commencement, when the storms of 
the Eeformation were only just subsiding, and every college 
showed marks of the rapid successive changes of official 
creed. Thus we have amongst our residents an ejected 
master of a neighbouring college (Dr Cosin of St Cath- 
arine's), Protestant refugees, men who had been monks, 
and so forth. A study of the first few pages will give 
abundant illustration of this. The second period is about 
1625, when the men of 1645 were being trained. It is 
not generally recognized, I think, to what a pitch of 
prosperity as regards numbers Cambridge had then risen. 
The total number of ordinary degrees conferred, and there- 
fore presumably of students in residence, reached a height 
from which it fell away enormously in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, and which in fact it never attained again till about 
1820, when the population of the country had increased 
five- or six-fold. The third period, of course, is that of the 
civil wars. I cannot find that this caused any great dis- 
turbance in college life. It brought about the ejection of 
the master and some half-dozen fellows, but otherwise 
there seems to have been no breach of continuity what- 
ever. Nor is there here, as generally elsewhere, any dis- 
turbance or disruption of the records. The only serious 
change I can detect consisted not so much in a falling off 
of the numbers who came to the university, as in the 
diminished power of the college revenues to support the 
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former numbers of those on the foundation. Thus in 1640 
I find 90 fellows and scholars who received stipends, 
whereas in 1655 the number had fallen to 54. 

As regards the distribution of the students from the 
diflferent parts of England, it is obvious at a glance how 
enormously preponderant are Norfolk and Suffolk ; in fact 
these two counties alone comprise about one half of the 
total. This preponderance is partly due, of course, to 
mere proximity; still more to the then relative wealth and 
population of that part of England; but most of all to the 
fact that to the natives of these counties were confined 
the mastership, the senior fellowships (so at least it was 
maintained), and a large proportion of the scholarships. 
This was quite enough to start a * connection' which has 
not yet altogether died away with the disappearance of 
its original causes. 

After these two counties the others follow, for the 
most part, and very roughly speaking, in order of local 
proximity, due allowance being of course made for wealth 
and population. But there are two rather curious excep- 
tions to this rule. One concerns Devonshire. Whereas 
Somerset furnishes only seven, and Wilts only five, during 
a period of 120 years, I find no less than 65 from the 
remoter county of Devon, in spite of what must have 
been the strongly superior attractions of Oxford, arising 
from its comparative proximity and from the existence 
of Exeter College. Unless this fact can be accounted for 
by the mere wealth and population of the county, — which 
■seems doubtful, — I have no conjecture to offer in ex- 
planation. 

The other exception concerns Yorkshire, which sent 
up 200 students during the same period. Here of course 
due allowance must be made for the large area of the 
county, and for the notorious existence in it from an 
early time of many good endowed grammar schools. But 
there happens to be a special cause as well, at any rate 
during the latter part of the sixteenth century. Every 
one knows the predominance of the Boman Catholic 
religion at that time in the north of England. Now Dr 
Caius, it is supposed, never became a Protestant; and 
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his succe&sor Legge, though not a Romanist, had strong 
sympathies with the old forms, and so had the principal 
tutor whom he introduced into the college, Mr Swale. 
This was quite sufficient to establish something of a con- 
nection among the old county families of the north, and 
doubtless accounts for the presence of a number of the 
names which the reader will notice as coming from York- 
shire during the interval 1570 — 90. In fact we know 
that this was precisely the complaint of Archbishop Sandys, 
who writes about this period to the Chancellor of the 
University, Lord Burghley, strongly objecting to the way 
in which Dr Legge and Mr Swale (themselves Yorkshire- 
men) were misleading the gentry of his diocese. "All 
the popish gentlemen in this country send their sons to 
him. He setteth sundry of them over to one Swayl, also 
of the same house ; by whom the youth of this country 
is corrupted*." 

I add a few miscellaneous notes, partly of a general 
description, partly dealing with detailed expressions. 

' Mediocris fortunae* as descriptive of the social status 
of a student's father. The reader must not interpret this 
expression too strictly. There are many cases in which 
we find it used to denote those who are, in other records, 
described as generosi, or gentlemen ; indeed not a few of 
those so designated are to be found recorded in the 
Herald's Visitations of their county. 

* Literarum gratia,' ' stitdii causal &c. I cannot find 
that any exact signification is to be attributed to this 
expression, nor is it commonly in use in the other colleges. 
The almost invariable employment of it for so many years 
would suggest that Dr Caius himself, or some other 
authority had used it in describing the qualifications of 
students, and that it indicated the fact that the students 
came up to the required standard. But I cannot find it 
in his statutes, though, as it happens, he has spoken of 
himself (in his autobiographical sketch) as having origi- 
nally come to Cambridge " literarum gratia.*' On one or 
two occasions the term studendi gratia is substituted

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{v. p. 28). I cannot say whether this change of expression 
has any significance. 

• Armiger' I have of course always translated Esquire. 
The original for 'gentleman' is usually 'generosits' but 
occasionally genuinus or ingenuus. I have frequently, — 
both here and in parish registers, — found the word Esquire 
(or its equivalent) applied to the head of a family, or to 
the eldest son, when a junior member is described as 
' gentleman.' I should be glad to know from those better 
informed than myself whether this rule is general. 

Presbyter, Sacerdos ; minister y minister verbi Dei : — As 
we have English equivalents, I have always rendered the 
two former by priest, and the two latter by minister : but 
it need hardly be said that no distinction of meaning can 
be intended. 

*The well' (fons), a room over which is sometimes 
assigned to a student, stood against the west side of the 
Gonville court, near the present entrance to the hall. It 
.supplied the drinking and cooking water; but, growing 
foul in time, it was filled up and another made in the 
middle of the court, which again has disappeared in 
turn. 

In the treatment of proper names I have adopted the 
plan of reproducing exactly the surnames of persons, with 
all their usual variations when applied to the father and 
son, or even to the same person ; on the ground that in 
spelling these, there is no such thing as right or wrong. 
As regards names of places, and Christian names, I have 
given the modem rendering, but have added the original 
in brackets wherever there seemed a shadow of doubt as 
to its reference : I have done the same with the names 
of trades, which are frequently very puzzling. 

Not a few attempts at interpretation have had to be 
finally abandoned. For instance, I can obtain no sugges- 
tion as to what places can be intended by 'Stotfold, Notts.' 
(p- 6), 'Skylson' (p. 56), 'Ensum, Dorset' (p. 139), and a 
number of others. As names of trades, I have found no 
certain solution of 'arcarius' (p. 128), 'tabellarius' (p. 156), 
'apparitor' (p. 97). Certain other terms, such as 'juris- 
peritus,' I have, following Prof Mayor, left in the original. 
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on the ground that we have no exact English equivalent 
for them. 

Since the sheets were printed oflf I have received two 
solutions from correspondents at a distance. 'Malvizer' 
(p. 6), is it seems Thorpe Malsor; this has been kindly 
verified by appeal to the parish register. And 'Presithith' 
(p. 27) is, there seems no reason to doubt, Persaeddudd. 
When this volume is in circulation, I shall hope to receive 
other similar solutions. 

I have received kind help, in the way of interpreta- 
tions and suggestions, from such very numerous and 
various sources, that I fear my only means of showing 
impartiality in my very sincerely felt gratitude, is to 
mention no names at all, but to beg each into whose 
hands these pages may fall, to take such share of my 
thanks as is due to him; and to add to the occasion of 
it by further help. 

I conclude with one very earnest appeal to the few 
persons who are likely to make any use of this volume. 
It is to enable me, or whoever may succeed me, to carry 
out, after a lapse of more than three centuries, Caius* 
design that the Matriculation Book should furnish the 
basis of a sort of College Biographical Dictionary. What 
I want is that a record should be kept in the College 
Library, — its publication must be a matter for subsequent 
consideration, — of every ascertainable fact of interest about 
any of our former students; so that any one appealing to 
us for information can have it communicated to him. 
Any one who has access to a suitable parish register can 
furnish some such item, if it be only an entry of birth, 
marriage or death. Much help can be furnished, — as 
some has already been furnished, — from private gene- 
alogies and family notes. I hope I may appeal for help 
of this latter kind to some of the many and keen 
genealogists and antiquarians in the United States; for 
a college which was so strongly represented as ours was, 
during the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, in the 
Eastern Counties, cannot fail to be linked to many a 
New England family pedigree. 

I give the first five entries as they stand in the 
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original, expanding obvious contractions, in order to show 
the extent to which my rendering is a contraction.
